(previously presented) A method for dyeing or printing or both a hydrophobic 
fibrous material comprising the step of contacting at least one dye according to 
Claim 2 with the hydrophobic fibrous material . 



(previously presented) A method for printing a hydrophobic fibrous material 
comprising the step of contacting at least one dye according to Claim 2 with 
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the hydrophobic fibrous material with an ink jet printing device or a hot melt ink 
jet printing device. 

7. (previously presented) A composition comprising at least one dye according to 
Claim 2. 

8. (previously presented) A fibrous material printed or dyed or both with at least 
one dye according to Claim 2. 

9. (previously presented) A method according to Claim 5 wherein the hydrophobic 
fibrous material is polyester, acetate or triacetate fiber or a mixture thereof. 

10. (previously presented) A disperse dye according to claim 2 wherein (a) is 
hydrogen, chlorine, cyano or nitro.
